smallest communities, but these should remain subordinate to the chief 
purpose of a suburban community which is residential. 

Tying in with this idea of Mr. Staples of preserving what we have 
are two moves by the Board of Commissioners last week. One was 
the appointment of a Shade Tree Commission with jurisdiction over the 
trees on all public highways and on public land which will prevent the 
ruthless destruction of trees comprising one of the priceless assets of any 
suburban community ; and the other, the settlement of the width of the 
improvement of Gulph Road in Bryn Mawr at twenty-seven feet avoid- 
ing the destruction of the historic trees along the roadside wherever 
possible. The Commissioners have thus lined themselves up with the 
residents. 

Mr. Staples further said the formulation of a township plan would 
forestall encroachments and the dangers of encroachments. Public hear- 
ings are held once a month, as a rule, by Lower Merion \s Board of Ad- 
justment to settle cases arising from zoning disputes. Some of these are 
perfectly natural problems resulting from arbitrary divisions of terri- 
tory into residential and business zones, one shading into the other grad- 
ually. Yet there are also deliberate attempts to change a residential 
section into a business district by real estate promoters who are only 
interested in the section from the viewpoint of profit. There arc cases 
now before the courts with this in view. It is these attempts which 
people who regard the Main Line essentially as a home community must 
view with alarm and as a threat to their future peace and happiness. 

Natural growth cannot be held back nor retarded. But unjustified 
efforts to change radically the character of a community should receive 
the careful scrutiny of all citizens who regard the Main Line as a beau- 
tiful section of homes which should be preserved as such,

I 000 Crum Creek. Reservoir in Marple 
i Township, Delaware County, that 
holds in reserve over 4,000,000,000 gal- 
lons of Springfield water, will for many 
years to come guard against dry 
periods and supply adequate water 
under all conditions, officials of the 
Water Company said. 
I The structure forms the largest arti- 
I ficial lake in eastern Pennsylvania, and 
covers an area of 400 acres. It is ir- 
regular in shape and measures over a 
mile and a half at its widest point.

Thermopsis caroliniana flowers with 

delphiniums in mid-June. The bloom 
is a spike of clear yellow and the plant 
reaches a height of four feet — a fine 
companion. Plants may be purchased 
or it may be grown from seed by pa- 
tient gardeners as the seeds sometimes 
take six months in the frame to mature. 
Xot wholly hardy under all conditions 
hut well worth the effort. 

Aphids have been awfully busy due 
to the damp season and the fact that 
they multiply so rapidly. Spraying 
with pyrethrum-soap or nicotine-soap 
will get them if the spray touches the 
insects; if a few arc missed is will 
be necessary to spray again in a few 
days. Dry weather will stop the 
aphid activities but meanwhile they 
will do considerable injury to young 
tender growth. Norway maple trees 
can stand having a few leaves dropped 
although the dropping liquid is a little 
rough on windshields. 

y 

Watch for lacewmg fly on ever- 
green azaleas and rhododendrons. 
Azaleas showing a dulling or silvering 
of the leaves indicates the work of the 
fly. The under-side of the leaves will be 
marked with pitchy spots and a search 
will reveal the pretty little flies. Fish- 
oil soap and nicotine is the old- 
fashioned remedy but the newer 
pyrcthruni-soap is just as effective and 
more pleasant to use. It is necessary 
to thoroughly spray the under-side of 
foliage as the insects do not appear on 
the surface of the leaves. Rhododen- 
drons show brown spots on the under- 
side of new leaves. 

The Japanese beetle is a real pest 
and requires strenuous methods to con- 
trol as it is a voracious feeder over a 
long season and may completely de- 
foliate certain plants which it likes to 
feed on. The leaves of a tree serve not 
only as lungs, through which the tree 
inhales and exhales, but also as the

stomach where raw food is prepared 
for assimilation. Defoliation in July 
means that the tree must put out an- 
other set of leaves and it is doubtful 
if many of our trees have sufficient 
reserve to accomplish this. To protect 
the foliage from- being eaten is the first 
consideration in saving our trees and 
shrubs. This can be done as the leaves 
remain until fall so that a lasting coat- 
ing will serve the purpose. 

Coated arsenate of lead is recom- 
mended by the U. S. Department of 
Agriculture as well as by the States of 
Pennsylvania and New Jersey as it has 
been found that this spray has the best 
lasting power on the foliage and serves 
as a repellent to the beetle or as a 
stomach poison if the coated leaf is 
eaten by the beetle. 

Certain trees and shubs cannot stand 
as strong a solution as others, experi- 
enced sprayers know the proper mix- 
tures. For roses and flowering plants 
that are making new growth through- 
out the season such spraying is not 
effective and it is necessary that the 
plants he sprayed frequently with a 
contact insecticide such as pyrethrum- 
soap and that the insects be coated 
with the spray.
